’ The  contention  in  France  seems,  to  be  the 
outgrowth  of  the  purpose  and  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  government  to  separate  the  Catho- 
lic church  from  the  state,  both  as  to  denom- 
ination and  support,  to  establish  liberty  of 
conscience  and  place  the-'  Catholic  church  on 
an  equality  with  all  other  churches.  But  the- 
Catholics  are  loth  fo  lose  their  prestige  as  first 
and  their  hold  on  the  public  crib.  They  are 
determined  that  if ’they  must  die  to  die  hard— 
as  martyrs,  if  possible. 

A noted  teacher  of  English  schools  who  has 
traveled  and  taken  notes  and  items  among  the 
public  schools  of  this  country,  thinks  it  a ma- 
terial defect  that  there  are  not  more  male 
teachers  in  ou>  schools.

The  Ctfistian  who  claims  that  he  has  -the 
“fullness  of  the  Spirit”  or  to  be  “Spirit  moved” 
ought  to  move  himself  with  much  of  scriptural 
accuracy  and  common  sense  consistency,  so 
that  when  his  work  and  methods  are  inspected 
by  honest  men*  they  would  find  and  allege  no 
discrepancy  between  his  claim  and  the  truth 
and  verity  of  Almighty  God.

This  i$  a subject  on  which  preachers  do  not 
frequently  preach.  There  is  this  excuse,}  that 
it  involves  the  preacher  himself  and  he  Tears 
his  hearers  will  accuse  him  of  preaching  for 
personal  interest  or  gain.  Really  there  £ no 
good  reafcon  that  a minister  can  give  fo(t  not 
preaching  any  and  all  truth  found  in}  the 
Bible.  Raul’s  charge  to  Timothy  was.  “Preach 
the  word;  be  instant  in. season,, out  of  seaion.” 
Paul  is  1 splendid  type  of  a faithful  gbspel 
preacher.  He  said  to  the  elders  of  Epluesus, 
“I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  yob  all 
the  court  el  of  God.”  We  know  that  all  script- 
ure is  given  by  inspiration  of-  God.  jt  is 
profitable!  for  doctrine,  for  correction,  ; and 
for  instruction.  It  is  dear,  therefore,  that,  if 
the  Bibles  teaches  ministerial  support,  the  faith- 
ful preafher  must  so  instruct  his  church  or 
churches  on  that  . subject,  that  there  wifl  he 
no  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  his  people  as  to 
their  dul  y towards  him.  Of  course  w^  are 
speaking  of  the  preacher  who  gives  himself 
w-holly  tl)  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  this  is 
clearly  t[ie  duty  of  the  preacher,  if  he1  an 
possibly  no  so.  Paul  said  to  Timothy,  “Medi- 
tate upon  these  things:  give  thyself  wholly 
to  them!.  Does  the  Bible  teach  clearly:  and 
unmistakably  that  the  minister  who  gives  {him- 
self wholly  to  the  work  should  receive  a lib- 
eral support?  Let  us  see: 

1.  We  may  draw  our  argument  from  an  Old 
Testament  usage.  The  priests  who  attended 
on  the  holy  things  of  the  temple  were  sup- 
ported by  the  worshipers.  In  Nuin.  1840-21 
we  read'  “And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Aaron, 
Thou  shalt  have  no  inheritance  in  their  land, 
neither  shalt  thou  have  any  part  among  them: 
I am  thy  part  and  thine  inheritance  among  the 
children  iof  Israel.  And  behold  I have  riven 
the  children  of  Levi  all  the  tenth  in  lsrad  for 
an  inheritance,  for  their  service  which  [they 
serve,  even  the  service  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation.”  Again  in  Deut.  10:8-9,f  “At 
that  time  the  Lord  separated  the  tribe  of  l.evi, 
to  bear  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Loip,  to 
stand  before  the  Lord  to  minister ; unto  ihim, 
and  to  bless  in  his  name  unto  this  nay:  Where- 
fore Levi  hath  no  part  nor  inheritance  !with 
his  brethren : the  Lord  is  h»s  inheritance  accord- 
ing as  the  Lord  thy  God  promised  iim.” 
Once  more  in  Dent.  14;27,  “The  I.evitei  that 
is  within  thy  gates,  thou  Shalt  not  forsake  him; 
for  he  hgth  no  part  nor  inheritance  with  thee.” 
It  is  deaf  from  these  passages  that  those  Whom 
the  Lord!  set  apart  to  attenif  on  the  holy  things 
of  the  temple  were  to  be  supported;  and-  this 
was  to  tje  done  by  the  children  of  Israel  get- 
ting apart  a portion  of.  their\  income  fori  that 
express  purpose.
